In  previous  reports  it  has  been  pointed  out  that  difficulty 
often  arises  in  obtaining  admission  into  hospital  of  aged  persons 
who  are  chronically  sick  and  in  need  of  hospital  care.  It  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  work  has  now  commenced  on  the  adaptation 
of  the  Bryncethin  Miners’  Hostel,  Near  Bridgend,  for  the  treat- 
ment of  such  patients.  This  hostel  will  in  future  be  known  as 
Maesgwyn  Hospital.

National  Assistance  Act,  1948.

During  the  year  the  cost  of  burying  four  persons  was 
accepted  by  your  Council  The  deaths  in  three  of  these 
cases  occurred  at  a local  hospital  and  the  burial,  on  your 
behalf,  was  carried  out  by  the  Management  Committee. 

The  total  amount  expended  under  this  section  of  the 
Act  was  £36  13s.  Od. 
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fb)  Removnl  to  ntitiiblo  promises  oj  persons  in  need  of  core  oiid 
1 attention. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  Section  47 
of  the  Act  during  the  year. 

Four  persons,  however,  were  found  to  be  in  need  of  care 
and  attention,  and  were  persuaded  to  voluntarily  enter 
Hospitals  or  Hostels. 

Tuberculosis. 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis,  home  and  clinic  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  are  obtained  through  Dr.  Hugh  Trail,  Chest  Physician, 
Old  Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend  (Tel  No.:  Bridgend  345).  In  this 
work  he  is  assisted  by  an  assistant  Chest  Physician.  The  Chest 
Physicians  are  also  responsible  for  the  medical  treatment  of  the 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  at  the  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation 
Hospital. 

The  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  your  area  remains  somewhat 
stationary. 

This  is  similar  to  the  trend  nationally  where  the  incidence  of 
the  disease  continues  to  remain  high  although  the  death  rate  is 
rapidly  falling. 

In  studying  the  figures,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  there 
are  three  Mental  Hospitals  with  2,340  patients  in  your  Area. 

In  Mental  Hospitals,  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  the 
patients  is  higher  than  in  the  general  population. 

Six  male  pulmonary  cases  were  notified  and  three  male  deaths 
occurred  in  these  hospitals. 

In  recent  years  with  the  discovery  of  streptomycin,  great  pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  the  cure  of  this  disease.  In  order  to  obtain 
the  maximum  benefit  of  this  recent  discovery  it  is  important  that 
the  disease  be  diagnosed  in  its  early  stages.  In  the  field  of  preven- 
tion facilities  are  available  at  the  Chest  Clinic  for  the  vaccination 
of  susceptible  contacts.  The  use  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  is 
another  weapon  assisting  in  the  conquest  of  this  disease. 

It  is  a pleasing  thought  that  within  our  lifetime,  there  is  a 
possibility  that  the  tuberculosis  problem  will  be  abolished. 

Modern  treatment  has  resulted  in  it  not  being  essential  for  the 
patient  to  be  removed  to  hospital,  and  even  when  admitted  the 
length  of  stay  has  been  greatly  reduced  since  the  advent  of  chemo- 
therapy. How  different  is  the  position  today  when  one  hears  talk 
of  empty  beds  compared  with  the  conditions  of  20  years  ago,  when 
nine  months  was  regarded  as  the  normal  waiting  time  for  admission 
to  a sanatorium.  Alternative  uses  have  already  been  found  for 
the  infectious  fever  hospitals— how  long  will  it  be  before  a similar 
fate  befalls  the  sanatoria. 
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A word  of  caution,  however,  is  still  necessary.  The  patients  ^ 
sullering  from  tuberculosis  today  recovers  or  the  disease  becomes  ^ 
c|uiescent  and  he  returns  to  his  duty  as  a normal  citizen.  It  is 
essential,  however,  that  he  plays  his  part  in  conquering  the  problem 
of  tuberculosis  by  maintaining  his  personal  health  and  hygiene  at 
a very  high  level,  and  submitting  to  regular  X-ray  examinations.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

1. — Water. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board,  established  in  1920,  and 
functioning  since  1st  January,  1921,  supplies  the  water  consumed 
in  your  district. 

Chemical  analysis  of  samples  of  water  from  the  14  sources, 
combinatiion  of  which  supply  the  Penybont  Rural  district  disclosed 
the  same  results  for  treated  water  as  for  previous  years — a soft 
water  from  the  Upland  sources,  and  a hard  water  from  the  Schwyll 
source  at  Merthyrmawr. 

The  Board’s  bye-laws  prohibit  the  use  of  lead  pipe,  and  in  one 
source  with  water  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action,  soda  ash  treat- 
ment is  given.  This  latter  source  supplies  only  a few  properties  in 
the  Penybont  Rural  District. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  have  been  no  new  sources 
of  supply.

2. — Rivers  and  Streams. 

.The  chief  rivers  in  the  district  are  the  Llynfi,  Ogmore  and 
Ewenny  rivers. 

Before  entering  your  district,  the  River  Ogmore  receives  the 
colliery  washings  of  the  Ogmore  Valley  and  a large  tributary  which 
drains  the  Garw  Valley.  This  river  also  receives  sewage  effluent 
from  the  Ogmore  and  Garw  Urban  District  Council’s  Sewage  Farm 
at  Brynmenyn. 

The  Llynfi  river  rises  in  the  Maesteg  Valley  and  receives  colliery 
washings  from  pits  in  that  area.  It  also  receives  sewage  effluent 
from  the  Maesteg  Urban  District  and  sewage  effluent  from  your 
Council’s  works  at  Troedyrhiwgarth.  The  Llynfi  joins  the  Ogmore 
at  Aberkenfig,  passes  through  the  town  of  Bridgend,  again  enters 
your  district,  is  joined  by  the  Ewenny  at  Merthyrmawr,  and  dis- 
charges into  the  Bristol  Channel  at  Ogmore-by-Sea. 

The  Ewenny  river  drains  the  Eastern  portion  of  your  district 
Prior  to  entering  your  district,  this  river  receives  the  colliery  wash-

During  this  year  the  rivers  were  stocked  with  20,0f)()  .salmon 
ova  and  there  had  been  a 100%  hatch. 


3. — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  major  part  of  your  District  is  adequately  sewered.  Where 
there  is  an  absence  of  sewers  pail  closets  and  cesspools  are  in  use. 
Although  plans  have  already  been  drawn  out  the  schemes  for  the 
sewering  of  the  villages  of  Laleston,  Coytrahen  and  Coity  have  not 
yet  commenced. 


The  sewering  of  Coity  is  particularly  urgent  as  the  proposed 
Scheme  also  provides  for  the  sewering  of  the  large  Mental  Hospital 
known  as  the  Parc  Hospital.  The  present  population  of  this 
hospital  is  in  the  region  of  1,400  and  the  existing  disposal  works, 
which  have  been  operating  for  about  40  years,  are  obsolete. 

A Ministry  inquiry  has  already  been  held,  but  owing  to  the 
inadequacy  of  the  Penybont  Main  Sewer  it  has  not  been  possible 
to  commence  this  Scheme. 

During  the  year  a proposed  Scheme  for  renewing  this  main 
sewer  was  placed  before  the  Penybont  Main  Sewerage  Board. 

In  recent  years,  the  public  conscience  have  beeen  awakened 
to  the  large  volume  of  sewage  being  discharged  into  the  .sea  near 
popular  seaside  resorts  and  polluting  waters  used  for  swimming 
and  bathing.  Concern  also  is  being  felt  at  the  wasteful  discharge 
of  valuable  organic  materials  which  should  be  returned  to  the  soil. 

As  frequent  complaints  of  pollution  of  the  beach  at  Ogniorc- 
by-Sea  are  received,  a great  deal  of  time  was  spent  in  discu.ssing 
the  advantages  and  disadvantages  between  a sea  outfall  works  and 
an  inland  sewage  disposal  works. 

The  relative  costs  and  advantages  are  still  under  discu.ssion. 
but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  present  tendency  of  the 
expert  is  to  favour  inland  sewage  disposal  works.

5.  — Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  has  organised  the  collection  of  House  and  Trade 
Refuse  throughout  the  district  twice  weekly. 

6.  — Cesspool  Cleansing. 

Four  free  cleansings  are  given  to  each  cesspool  per  annum 
throughout  the  Penybont  District,  where  necessary,  and  where 
further  cleansings  are  required,  a charge  is  made  which  varies  to 
the  size  of  the  cesspool.  The  Council  have  two  cesspool  clean.sing 
vehicles. 

7.  — Night  Soil  Removal. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  contract  on  a small  scale  in  parts 
of  the  Parishes  of  Pyle  and  Llangynwyd  Lower.

Besides  the  above-mentioned  sites,  the  Council  possess  a per- 
manent Camping  Site  in  Heronston  Lane,  which  is  utilised  to  assist 
the  inadequately  housed,  and  those  employed  on  special  work  in- 
volving a short  stay  at  nearby  industrial  undertakings. 

The  Camp  was  first  used  by  the  Council  in  September.  1950. 
and  there  is  sufficient  space  for  the  siting  of  30  Caravan/Trailers. 

It  is  under  the  care  of  a resident  Warden  and  controlled  by  the 
Housing  Manager  of  your  Council. 

Applications  to  site  a caravan  or  trailer  at  this  Camp  must  be 
made  through  the  Council.  The  site  possesses  a good  water  supply, 
satisfactory  water-carriage  sewerage  system,  and  is  well  illuminated 
by  electricity. 

Conditions  for  the  Camp  have  been  drawn  up  which  regulate 
the  type  of  caravan/trailer  permitted. 

The  ground  rent  for  each  caravan/trailer  is  8/-  per  week. 

II. — Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  with  a view  to  the  abate- 
ment of  nuisance  from  smoke  in  the  area. 


12. — Swimmingg  Baths  and  Pools.

A full-time  rodent  operator  is  employed  by  the  Council  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  throughout  the  district.  All  the  complaints  from 
private  and  business  premises  were  attended  to,  the  treatment  being 
carried  out  free  of  charge  in  private  premises  but  the  cost  of  treat- 
ment at  business  and  commercial  premises  was  recovered.

The  Demolition  Survey  Sub-Committee  met  regularly  during 
the  year  and  as  was  required  in  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents 
Act.  1954,  gave  consideration  to  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme 
for  the  Penybont  Area.

Allocation  of  Council  Houses. 

The  difficult  housing  conditions  of  the  large  number  of  families 
in  your  district  brought  many  problems  during  the  year,  but  every 
effort  was  made  to  give  as  much  comfort  in  relief  as  possible. 

Every  medical  certificate  submitted  by  an  applicant  to  the 
Housing  Manager  in  support  of  the  application  was  referred  to  me 
for  report.  Where  the  certificate  indicated  a severe  medical  condi- 
tion, visits  were  made  to  the  home  in  order  that  I could  be 
acquainted  with  all  the  difficulties  connected  with  the  case. 

Detailed  reports  on  such  cases  were  submitted  monthly  to  the 
House  Letting  Committee,  and  where  considered  necessary,  the 
Committee  granted  special  medical  priority. 

During  the  year  under  review,  28  applicants  were  re- 
housed, and  many  transfers  effected  owing  to  special  medical  need. 

Many  of  these  transfers  were  from  non-parlour  type  houses  to 
parlour  type  houses.  Experience  indicates  that  living  in  a non- 
parlour type  house  does  produce  many  domestic  irritations  especi- 
ally when  one  of  the  family  is  studying  for  an  examination,  taking 
music  lessons  or  suffering  from  a nervous  strain.  A parlour  type 
house  is  also  almost  a necessity  when  assistance  is  given  to  an 
aged  relative. 

The  vacating  of  the  wooden  bungalows  at  a Service  Camp  at 
Stormy  Down  was  completed  during  the  year,  and  the  twentv-.six 
tenants  re-housed.  ^ 
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I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  House 
Letting  Committee  and  the  Housing  Manager  for  their  co-operation 
and  understanding  of  all  the  medical  cases  submitted,  particularly 
so  where  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  or  severe  Mental  Disturbance  was 
a prominent  feature.

bacilli.  All  these  samples  were  negative. 

During  the  year  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Specified 
Areas)  No.  2 Order  became  operative  within  your  area.  This  Order 
made  jointly  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Agriculture  stated  that 
after  December  6th,  1955  only  Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised  and 
Sterilised  Milk  can  be  retailed  within  your  area. 

The  coming  into  operation  of  this  Order  is  a further  guarantee 
to  the  public  that  the  milk  supply  of  the  area  has  reached  a high 
degree  of  safety. 

Once  again,  1 would  like  to  stress  that  milk  factories  are 
exercising  the  greatest  care  to  ensure  that  milk  reaches  the  con- 
sumer in  bottles  that  are  sterile,  free  from  foreign  material  or 
staining. 

Until  alternative  containers  become  financially  practicable,  it 
should  be  the  duty  of  every  consumer  to  see  that  milk  bottles  are 
not  misused  when  in  their  care.

One  sample  of  Milk  was  found,  on  analysis,  to  be  deficient  in 
milk  fat  to  the  extent  of  not  less  than  17%.  Proceedings  were 
taken  against  the  Vendor  resulting  in  a fine  of  £1  plus  £3  3s.  Od. 
Advocate’s  fee.  15/-  Analyst’s  fee  and  4/-  costs. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

Six  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  and  of  these  two 
required  hospital  treatment. 

One  outbreak  resulted  in  three  cases  in  one  family.  The  food 
responsible  being  locally  purchased  pressed  beef  and  the  organism 
causing  the  illness  was  staphylococcus  aureus  which  was  isolated 
from  the  faeces  of  the  patient  and  specimens  of  the  meat. 

Three  other  outbreaks  involved  only  one  case  in  each  family, 
and  again  the  food  responsible  was  cooked  meat. 

Incidents  such  as  these  are  a reminder  of  the  necessity  for 
strict  hygiene  in  the  preparation  and  storing  of  cooked  meat 
products. 


CLEAN  FOOD  CAMPAIGN. 

The  Council  and  the  Health  Department  are  conscious  of  the 
importance  of  cleanliness  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  preparation 
and  sale  of  food. 

During  inspections  of  all  food  premises  in  your  district,  every 
opportunity  was  taken  by  members  of  the  Health  Department  to 
educate  in  Food  Hygiene  those  concerned  in  food  and  food 
products. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  is  no  public  slaughterhouse  within  your  area  and  only 
one  licensed  private  slaughterhouse.  The  latter  is  small  and  is 
only  used  by  the  Owner  for  his  own  business. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Mental  Hospital  provided  their  own 
slaughtering  facilities  for  animals  slaughtered  for  their  own  use. 

Your  area,  therefore,  had  to  rely  on  the  facilities  available  at 
the  Bridgend  Slaughterhouse,  and  to  a lesser  degree  at  the  Port 
Talbot  Slaughterhouse. 

During  the  year,  the  re-construction  of  the  slaughterhouse 
owned  by  the  Bridgend  Council  was  completed.  By  the  provision 
of  better  lairage  space,  an  improved  slaughter-hall  and  cooling 
room,  etc.,  the  accommodation  available  has  reached  a good 
standard  and  many  long  standing  defects  have  now  been  removed.

KNACKERS’  YARDS. 

There  is  only  one  Knacker’s  Yard  in  the  area  which  is  situated 
at  Hendre,  Pencoed.  These  premises  are  ideally  situated  some 
distance  away  from  occupied  dwellings,  and  are  conducted  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  under  review,  an  epidemic  of  Measles  occurred 
and  456  cases  were  notitied.  There  were,  however,  no  deaths  from 
this  disease,  and  only  in  17  cases  was  admission  to  hospital 
necessary. 

Three  cases  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  and  one  case  of  non- 
paralytic  poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  months  of  August  to 
November,  and  some  concern  was  felt  that  further  ca^s  might 
occur,  as  during  the  same  period,  there  were  two  cases  of  paralytic 
poliomyelitis  in  an  adjoining  area. 


Seven  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified  from  the  Parc 
ii^  Mental  Hospital. 

For  many  years,  mental  patients  who  are  typhoid  carriers  have 
been  isolated  and  kept  under  strict  supervision  at  the  Parc 
Hospital  and  with  the  notification  of  seven  further  cases,  the 
question  as  to  whether  the  1,200  patients  at  the  hospital  should  be 
innoculated  against  typhoid  fever  had  to  be  re-examined. 

Reasons  in  favour  and  against  this  procedure  were  discussed, 
and  eventually  it  was  decided  that  there  was  a duty  on  the  Hospital 
Authority  to  see  that  these  patients  were  protected  against  the 
chance  possibility  of  contracting  the  disease  and  so  all  patients 
were  innoculated. 

In  order  to  ascertain  unknown  carriers,  specimens  of  urine, 
faeces  and  blood  from  all  the  female  patients  were  examined. 

A further  precaution  was  also  taken  by  placing  swabs  in  the 
sewers  and  sending  these  for  examination. 

To  overcome  the  pollution  of  a nearby  stream  by  typhoid 
organisms  in  the  sewage  effluent,  a large  Elsan  chamber  was  in- 
stalled under  the  lavatories  used  by  the  typhoid  carrier  patients. 
The  excreta  is  held  in  disinfectant  in  this  chamber  which  is  emptied 
at  monthly  intervals  into  the  existing  sewerage  system. 

Again  one  reports  that  for  the  seventh  successive  year,  no 
case  of  diphtheria  was  notified. 

One  does  earnestly  appeal  to  the  population  to  ensure  that  all 

children  in  their  care  are  protected  against  this  disease  as  the  pre- 
sent apathy  concerning  immunisation  is  causing  a great  deal  of 
anxiety.
